Devotional Services in the Turnkey's Office at
the Jail The Frisoner Wept.

For a short time yesterday afternoon the
turnkey's ofllce at the county jail was con-

verted into a chapel of prayer, where
two Christian women offered an earn-
est and fervent appeal for the wel-

fare of Annie Wagner. Shortly after noon
MUs Flora McDowell, deaconess of Roberts
Park Chnrch, and Miss Albreoht. of the
German Methodist Missionary Society,
were admitted to the corridors. They re-
quested an interview with the alleged poi-
soner, which was readily accorded, and the
ladies met the prisoner a few moments
later in tbe oilice.

SEEM TO HAVE DIVIDED IT

Only Two Firms Submit Bids on tho
Collection of the City's Garbage.

One Takes the North Side and the Other
the South Side May Ba Rejectod Con-

tracts for Paving Uas Coiniany's Tar.

The Board of Publio Works opened bids
for the eolleotion of garbage at its meeting
yesterday and received only two cf them,
or only two firms bid, there being separate
proposals made for each of the four dis-

tricts, as was reqnired in the specifications.
They were as follows:

First district, north of Washington street, west
of East, south of Cherry and oast of Central ave-
nue aud East street Tolin & Carlin, 55 cents a
hundred pounds; Girton & Stout, one-ha- lf a cent
a pound.

becond district, nortn of Washington and
Cherry streets, and east of Central avenuo and
East street Tolin & Carlin, 55 cents a hundred
pounds; Girton & Stout, o no-ha-lf a ceo? a pound.

Third district, south of Washington aud east of
East street-To- iin & Carlin, CO cents a hundred
pounds; Girton & Stout, three-quarte- rs of a cent
a round.

Fourth district, south of Washington and west
of East street Tolin fc Carlin, SO cents a hun-
dred pounds; Girton k Stout, three-quarte- rs of
a cent a pound.

It will be seen tbt there is little differ-
ence in them, that of Tolin & Carlon being
a little the lower oh the south side aud Gir-
ton & Stout on the north. The board was
disappointed that there was not more com-
petition, and also that the bids were so
high. It did not take any aotlon in the
matter, and will not do so until the Friday
meeting. President Condultt said about
them: "The reason wo did not decide to
whom to award tho contract was that we
ail thought the bids were too high. I was
disappointed in them myself, and think we
can get the work done cheaper. I know
that if the pay for the hauling was to come
through the medium of the city, on revenue
collected for that purpose, instead of hav-
ing the contractor go direot to the house-
holder, we might get it done a great deal
cheaper, as bidders will realize that it will
not be the easiest thing in the world to
make all of their collections. Similar work
is done in other cities for less money than
the bids of to-da-y will call for. However,
I do not know of but one or two cities who
have their refuse collected in this manner,
and what they pay for It I do not know."

Mr. Conduitt did not say that the board
wonld reject the bids, but he intimated
that such would be the case.

Street Improvements.
The following contracts for brick pave-

ments were awarded: McCarty street,
from Meridian to High street, Fnlmer &
Seibert, $4.82 front foot, stratified curb:
Louisiana street, from Alabama street to
Virginia avenue, Fnlmer & Seibert, 7.45

front foot, tar filling, stratified curb;
South street, from Pennsylvania to Del-

aware street, Bobert Kennington. S5.C5,
oolitic curb.

The board rejeoted all bids for paving
with cement the walks of Jefterson avenue,
from Cltttord to Brookside aveuue, for the
reason that tbey were too high, and Will
readvertise the same.

A heavy remonstrance was filed against
paving with brick the walks of Carlos
street, from Kay to Morris street, but the
board took no action in the matter.

A petition for v grading and graveling
Brookside avenue from Clifford to Orange
avenue was granted, and the engineer was
instructed to prepare the necessary papers.

Yesterday was the day set for hearing re-
monstrances against paving with cement
the walks of Talbott avenue, from Four-
teenth to Seventeenth street, but no

appeared, and the board took
final action on the improvement.

Won't Charge It All to the' Company.
The board yesterday awarded the con-

tract to clean the South-stre- et sewer of the
coating of tar which has been lying in it
for a half decade, to James Kennedy at
$125. The city is to pay one-ha- lf of this
portion and tbe Indianapolis Gas Company
the other. The tar was run into the sewer
by the gasoompany some eight or ten years
ago through a private sower leading from
its works, and it was not until recently
that thooflicials of the company would ad-
mit that there was any tar in it at all. The
city at last, after vain attempts to get the
company to do something, hired a man to
go through the sewer and make a report on
it. Ho did so and found a coating of from
eight to twelvo inches all the way through
it. Another effort was then made to get
tbe gas company to have it cleaned out,
but it refused to do so, and the present
compromise was made.

Talbott-Avenu- e Poles.
City Attorney Jones has not yet made

his report to the board on tho question re-

ferred to him regarding placing the poles
of the Citizens1 Streetrailroad Company
on tbe aiae of the street in Talbott avenue,
instead of in the center, 116 is drawing up
a contraot which will have to pass the
Council after having been signed by the
members of the hoard and the ollicials of
the company.

Want It Finished Sometime.
The board addressed a very pert letter to

J. II. Forrest, the contractor for the mason-
ry of the briage over Pleasant run at Shelby
street, in which he was informed that he
had run long past his time limit, and that
unless he at once finished np the work his
contract would be rescinded and his bonds-
men would be held responsible.

City's New Bonds.
Controller Woollen yesterday received

the first proof-sheet- s of tho new bonds
which are being printed for the city. They
are on plain white paper and neat in ap-
pearance. There were several alterations
made of a trivial nature, and they will
soon come from the hands of the printer.

To Qpin Kentucky Avenue.
Tbe city engineer has been instructed to

prepare the necessary papers for opening
Kentucky avenue from Water street to
White Hiver, at which point the ;County
Commissioners have decided to build a
bridge.

York: on transportation. C C. Pierce and
other railroad mmi, A number of freight
agents are at the convention.

This convention meets annually, and is
composed of the shippers of Indiana and
Ohio and the bis dealers of the East. Thcro
are about one hundred and thirty mem-
bers of the association, whoso object is to
bring tbe dealers and shippers into closer
relations. Onethird of the membership is
composod of these Eastern commission
men. The commitue which had charge of
tho cave beforo tho Interstate-commerc- e

Commission in which railroads wern
charged with discrimination against poul-
try and egg shippers will report to-da- y. A
test case was taken before the commission
at Cincinnati a year ago. aud a decision
was recently rendered against the shippers.
They complained that th railroads wonld
not nm&e n cheaper rate in proportion
upon the shipment of a carload than the
rate upon a single case or crate.
